This would give the Reds a chance 
to shift attention from their shameless 
truce violations in Korea and to hask 
in fhe sun of publicity as the great 
peace-seekers, promoting settlements 
at the near-summit.

On May 11, Wang, breaking an 


agreed silence on the Geneva negotia­

J ersey v ille Gets 
Two Inch Rain In 
Tuesday ’s Storm 


J ERSEYVILLE— One of the 
heav iest rain storms of the cur­ 
rent late spring struck the J er­ 
sey v ille v icinity about 10 p.m. 
Tuesday and dumped rainfall of 
from two and one-<juarter to two 
and three-quarters of an inch 
upon the locality .

Approx imately two inches of 
rain fell the first hour of the 
storm, and water courses were 
quickly raised to near flood stage 
in many localities.
